ICanrelons Development in the 


Commerce of the Nation.

Washington, Jan. 28.—Mr. Frank H. 


Hitchcock, chief of the section of for- 
eign markets of the agricultural de- 
partment, has just Issued his annual 
review of the trade of the United States 
In agricultural products. The report 
•ays that the fiscal year 1900 brought 
to a close a century of marvelous de- 
velopment in the history of UnKed 
States commerce. In 1800, a century 
ago, the total value of the merchan- 
dise imported and exported in our 
trade with foreign countries was con- 
siderably less than $250,000,000. The 
value of the goods exchanged during 
the fiscal year reached nearly $2,250,- 
000,000, far exceeding all previous rec- 
ords. 


Since the opening of the century our 


commerce with the rest of the world 
has increased more than twelve fold. It 
was chiefly in the export trade that 
the enormous growth of the century 
occurred. 
Our domestic exports dur- 


ing 1900, with a recorded value of $1.- 
270,763,571, were over 40 times as large 
as in 1800. The total Imports for 1900, 
on the other hand, amounting in value 
to $849,941,184, were less than ten times 
as large as in 1800. 


Compared- with the value of our im- 
ports for 1900. that of our domestic 
exports showed an excess of $520,822,- j 
387. 


Of the merchandise imported from ' 


foreign countries during the liscal year 
1900, about 49 per cent consisted of 
agricultural products. These products 
had an aggregate value of $420.136.381, 
exceeding by almost $65.000.000 
the 


record of the year before. Hides, silk 
and wool were the leading factors in 
the growth, although vegetable fibers, 
sugar and tobacco also showed import- 
ant gains. The six items mentioned 
contributed nearly $60,000,000 to the in- 
crease in value. 


Products of United States agriculture 
were marketed abroad in the fiscal 
year 1900 to the value of $844,616,530, 
forming about 62 per cent of the total 
domestic exports. With the single ex- 
ception of 1898 the past year witnessed 
the largest annual export trade in farm 
produce on record. The value attain- 
ed came within $15,000.000 of 
the 


phenomenal figures for 1898, and sur 
passed those for 1899 by more than 
$50,000,000. A considerable portion of 
the increase over 1899 was accounted 
for by the higher price of cotton. The 
exports of this great sta.ple, although 
smaller in quantity than during the 
preceding year, exhibited an advance 
of nearly $33,000,000 in value. Aside 
from cotton the largest gains in value 
were those afforded by the exports ol 
meat products and live stock. Tobac-

celebrated composer, died yesterday 
morning, aged 87. Verdi had been ill 
for several days and his death was ex- 
pected. On Saturday he suffered a re- 
lapse, and it was evident that the end 
was near. Several times he seemed to 
have breathed his last and his death 
was once announced Saturday evening, 
but he astonished the physicians by re- 
peatedly rallying. 
Saturday night a 


telegram was received from the pope 
asking of he had received the last 
sacrament. At midnight he began to 
sink, and did not rally. His friends 
were gathered about his bedside, and 
the great composer's last 
moments 


were peaceful. 
During his illness he 


expressed the desire to repose beside 
his second wife, with whom he enjoyed 
full 50 years of happy married life. 
She is buried in the Home of Resc, 
which he founded as a refuge for old 
Italian artists, in this city. 


Yesterday's session of the

senate was devoted to eulogies of Verdi 
by the president of the senate and

The Pine Mountain Side, a mile 


long, carries logs from the summit to 
Beaver Basin, a small, deep pond, 30 
miles above Blomneld. 


The slide is a little over three feet 


wide. Where its steep trough is 
straight the sides are about two feet 
high. They rise to four feet on two 
curves, where the flying logs rise as 
They "thrash around" and a new direc- 
tion. Logs usually run the Pine Foun- 
tain Side in from 70 to 80 seconds. 


Their friction on its smooth and 


close-jointed bottom is lessened by a 
stream of water about one inch deep 
at the head. This is conducted to the 
elide from a large spring high on the 
Mountain. Because ot! leakage this 
rivulet is not more than a quarter 
ot an inch deep at the lower end. 


Through and over this shallow 


stream the logs fly with spurts of 
spray. The little current does noth- 
ing to propel them, only serving to 
save the bottom of the slide. 


Duringthe highest third of its length 


the trough, here straight and very 
steep, crosses tv.-o tremendous gorges 
on trestle work. 
Touching the 
face 


of the mountain, it. runs close to the 
ground 
on 
a 
gradually 
lessening 


slope. Then, turning to the left, it 
renews the quickness of its fall while 
being carried along the wall of a 
precipice by iron supports clamped 
to the rock. 


Again touching solid ground, 
it 


passes a promontory, runs 300 yards 
straight, acd again turns to the left. 
Thence it runs straight out on a 
trestlework and shoots its logs into 
Beaver Basin from a height of 30 
feet. 


Here is an amazing spectacle when 


the logs follow one another quickly. 
Some far outjump the rest, some 
turn over and over as they fall, a 
few "skitter"' on the water as do flat 
stones thrown swiftly near the surface. 
Many, after disappearing, spring out 
to nearly their whole length, and 
slap loudly down. 


On the shore near the mouth of the 


slide there is a log shanty where five 
raftsmen live, and near the head of 
the elide is another shanty occu- 
pied by the gang employed in canting 
logs into the entrance of the chute. 


The foreman of the gang was big 


Peter Hicks. 
Sober, Peter was a 


peaceable, generous nvui, with no 
worse fault than a turn for rough 
joking. Drunk, Peter seemed to de- 
light in" bullying and cruelty. 


Now whiskey was easily obtained 


from the owner of an illicit still in a 
gloomy ravine halfway up the moun- 
tain. Hence Hicks frequently began 
the morning with a dram. 


Among the men placed under Hicks 


by the general overseer was one 
Hjorth Hjoryesen, a Norwegian not 
20 years of age. He was too reserved 
and laconic to be popular, but he was 
respected 
for 
his 
frugality 
and 


strength. 


As his mind was sternly bent on im- 


proving his English and, gaining 
enough money to buy a farm, the fair- 
haired blue-eyed youth spent none of 
his time or means in dissipation. 
When the day's work was done he 
devoted His himself to his English 
reader and grammar, never disturbed 
by the talk in the shanty, but some- 
times interrupted by a vision of his 
old mother and Ingeborg and Hans 
and the baby. 


Hjorth never lay down to sleep 


without reckoning the day's wages in 
with his little savings, and thinking 
how all those yellow heads at home 
were so much nearer the wide farm 
in the west that he meant some day 
to owe. 


Big Peter Hicks, drinking when- 


ever he had a chance, felt rebuked by 
the severe sobriety of this youth. On 
first arriving, Hjorth had silently re- 
fused several invitations to drink. 
He had not even returned thanks. 
Being taunted with this apparent rude- 
ness, he had gravely explained that 
he did not believe any man should 
give thanks for the offer of poison. 
From that hour Hicks resolved to 
drive Hjorth out of the gang. 


With 
this 
object, tha 
foreman 


"piled" work on the lad. Hjorth, in 
the pride of his strength, regarded 
this as a compliment to his powers, 
and encountered every task with 
good humor.

duty of inspecting the slides. It needed 
petty repairs two or three times a 
week, and all these were not likely to 
be noticed on one inspection trip.

the slide. Then nobody could walk in 
it.

One Thursday evening in November 


Hicks and four of his gang left the 
camp cabin, and were absent 
all 


night. The next morning only four 
men, 
one 
of 
whom 
was 
Hjorth 


Hjoryesen, presented themselves to 
launch trees. 


The general overseer thereupon 


gave the Norwegian the office form- 
erly possessed by Hicks. 


At noon the missing men appeared, 


bearing unmistakable signs of hav- 
ing spent 
the night in carousing. 


Hicks was enraged when told that 
the foreigner was now the leader of 
the gang, and that he himself could 
either leave or go to work as a com- 
mon laborer. As he had flung away 
all his wages, he could not afford to 
leave. So he suppressed his rage and 
went to work. 


Big Peter felt his degradation keen- 


ly, and with his boon companions re- 
garded Hjorth as a usurper. 


Toward evening of the following 


day. Saturday, the men expected that 
their new foreman would appoint one 
of them to inspect the slide, and thus 
avoid the disagreeable duty himself; 
but he told tiiem to quit work at the 
usual time, and then started upon his 
tour of inspection. 


After 
Hjorth 
had 
disappeared, 


Hicks and four of his companions, 
leaving the other men still at work, 
walked away southward, plunged down 
into a thick growth of saplings, and 
disappeared. 


They were absent for more than an 


hour. When, flushed and boisterous. 


j they returned from the illicit still, the 
{ sun was disappearing and all 
the 


other lumbermen had left the scene. 


Sitting down on a large log that 


was awaiting: its turn to be launched, 
they fell into talk about Hjoryesen, 
and vilified him without stint. Re- 
membering that the object of their 
wrath was still below there, some one 
proposed to frighten him by launch- 
ing the log down the slide. 


They rose, seized the untrimmed 


log upon which they had been sitting, 
and brought it round to the slide. 
Then they 
lowered it. large end 


first, until no more than four feet pro- 
jected above. 
Still they held on, 


half afraid to let it go. 


"Was Hjorth in the slide? If so, the 


log would bat give him a fright, pro- 
vided he were far enough away to get 
out on hearing it coming at him.

SHEEP FED BY ELECTRICITY. 


An Cp-to-I>ate Invention for Farmers No w 


on Trial iu Jli 


A man named Mc-Nair has devised a 


system of pasturing sheep by elec- 
tricity and experiments are being 
made v.-itli it at the agricultural ex- 
periment station of Michigan at Lan- 
sing. 
In recent years nearly 
every 


town of au_. ;ize has been provided 
with an electric generating jj;ant and 
ireoueuiiy she v::re< ;irc strung aJoiig 
country roiids from town to town. 
This fact led ilr. M=.-Xair to attempt 
the use of electricity on the farm. 
For 
sheep feeding 
he devised a 


curious pen some la feet square, 
built of wire and mounted on broad, 
fiat wheels. This i.c-n is designed to 
run iu any pasture, even though it be 
hilly. Wires connect :_ with a small 
motor stationed at one side of the 
pasture, this, in turn, being connect- 
ed with the electric wires from which 
power is derived. A turn of a button 
and the pen slowly creeps across the 
field. That is the essence of the in- 
vention. 


Two lambs and part of the time an 


old ewe have been pastured in the 
pen during the summer at the station 
at Lansing. The field is planted with 
lucerne, growing thick and heavy- 
The pen is so arranged that it crawls 
the full length of the pasture in one 
month, traveling about two feet an 
hour: at the end of this time it is 
switched around and travels back 
again. As it moves, the sheep eat every 
bit of fodder, eagerly cropping next 
the forward side of the pen as it runs 
over new ground. A bit of canvas duck 
is hung over one corner of the pen 
so that the sheep may be well shel- 
tered and. curious as it may seem, 
they have become so accustomed to 
the moving of the pen that when they 
lie down to sleep they snuggle up close 
to the forward end of the pen so that 
they may lie as long as possible with- 
out being disturbed by the rear end of 
the pen as it creeps toward them. 


When the pen has passed, the 


lucerne that has been cropped by the 
sheep grows up again, and by the time 
the pen has made its monthly circuit 
the pasture is again in good condition. 
The advantages of this electrical pen 
are that the sheep are kept from run- 
ning over, half-eating and trampling 
down a large amount of pasture, and 
it keeps the sheep quiet so that they 
take on flesh rapidly. 


But it has its disadvantages — the 


sheep must have water carried to 
them daily — and the electricity is 
somewhat expensive. Still the experi- 
ment thus far has shown striking re- 
sults. One wonders what the inventor 
will do next. Already he has produced 
a mechanism by means of which the 
farmer, on arising in the morning, may 
push a button at his bedside and feed 
all his horses, there being an electrical 
connection with the barn so arranged 
that when the button is pushed a cer- 
tain quantity of oats is let down into 
each feeding box.

Evc-i^ in 
Great Britain Bessemer steel is being 
pi-shed aside, and every new improve- 
ment in the steel works there means 
t:io adoption of the open-hearth pro- 
cess. This is an emphatic- recognition 
of the value of the Siemens process, 
and it adds another crown of glory to 
American Inventive genius. But the 
steel works of Great Britain were 
forced to the adoption of the open- 
hearth process because of the com- 
petition they ment in Europe with 
American manufacturers.

Every morning regularly for a week 


tbe Yankee soldiers to the north of the 
river saw the Mexicans come out, 
form, charge^ break and fly. The whole 
Yankee camp took a lively interest in 
these proceedings until they became 
monotonous, when only a handful of 
the northern troopers would turn out 
to look at the regular after reveille at- 
tack. 


One night the American regimental 


adjutant visited all the officers of the 
command. Then there "were talks with 
the first sergeants, and after that the 
privates ^ot an inkling that something 
was up. Later in the night a visitor 
to the camp of the Americans if he 
were a close observer -would have no- 
ticed that about one-third of the men 
were missing. 
In the morning the
